character. His message is as spiritually vile 
as it is intellectually corrupt. Neverthe- 
less, his sentence to three years’ imprison- 
ment in Austria after pleading guilty to vi- 
olating = at nation’s law, which makes it a 
crime to deny the Holocaust, is no cause 
for rejoicing. Irving may be despicable, but 
Austria's law is ill-advised. Democracies 
should not be in the business of jailing 
those who hold unpopular, mistaken, 
the case Irving hateful opinions. 

Irving likes style himself irrever- 
ent and counterintuitive, a scholar who 
goes against the grain. He is none of those 
things. He is an apostle of hate, a man 
whose very pretense to scholarship dishon- 
ors generations of his distinguished prede- 
cessors. He is a racist and an anti-Semite, 
as this poem — written on the occasion of 
his daughter's birthday — amply demon- 
strates: 

Iama Baby Aryan 

Not Jewish or Sectarian 

I have no plans to marry an 

Ape or Rastafarian 

Why even shrug the imprisonment 
such a man? Because democracy is about 
protecting speech, even bad speech, and 
about punishing bad deeds. What, then, 
about the case the Muslim cleric Abu 
Hamza, recently sentenced England 
seven years prison for racial hate crimes 
and who faces extradition the 
charges of terrorism? A jury has found 
Hamza guilty of crossing the line — fine, 
but distinct — that distinguishes speech 
that is free from speech that is criminal. 
He was found guilty of trying to incite 
murder and mayhem, calling upon his 
congregation become terrorists some- 
thing which the despicable Irving has 
never been accused. 

Austria and Germany are among a half- 
dozen or so European nations that, togeth- 
er with Israel, have laws against denying 
the Holocaust. And while those laws have 
the noble purpose trying ensure that 
such horror never again occurs least 
within their borders the protection they 
offer odds with the very nature 
democracy. Regulating free expression 
slippery slope: today speech, tomorrow 
thought. George Orwell’s novel 1984 is per- 
haps the ultimate artistic expression

The totalitarian regimes Hitler’s 
Germany, Stalin’s Russia, and Mao’s China 
are brutal testimony the truth Or- 
well’s bleak vision. 

So in an often nasty and sometimes 
brutish world, what protection do decent 
people enjoy? Those who are lucky enough 
to live in democracies enjoy the greater se- 
curity that comes from living in vibrant 
and contentious societies, communities 
that emerge stronger from the public revul- 
sion that results when the Ku Klux Klan 
marches, or a cross is burned, or a neo-Nazi 
group gathers. Societies that understand 
that speech laws and so-called hate laws 
only drive repellent opinion into the darker 
recesses of the collective soul, where it fes- 
ters. may uncomfortable, but far 
better to confront distasteful — even hate- 
ful opinion the open light open 
society where can wither and expire un- 
der the light common scrutiny. 

In many ways, coming to terms with 
the case David Irving easier than com- 
ing to terms with the issues raised by the 
publication Demark last year cartoons 
deemed distasteful many Muslims. 
Their recent republication newspapers 
throughout Europe sparked near riotous 
demonstrations there and destructive and 
deadly riots throughout the Middle East,

Pakistan, and Indonesia. The comments 
which Irving pled guilty were delivered 
years ago and the horrible events which 
they referred took place almost 50 years 
earlier. The passage time very real 
way insulates today from the profound 
pain the Holocaust. But the radical Is- 
lamists who issue fatwas against those 
whose words they find distasteful (Re- 
member Salman Rushdie!) and who care- 
fully orchestrated the wave of internation- 
violence and terrorized the global com- 
munity (with the help phony images 
that were not published Western news- 
papers) share with their Nazi forebears 
single-minded dedication very narrow, 
very repressive concept of human exis- 
tence. Dissent has place their view 
the world. Differences — be they intellec- 
tual, religious, cultural, or sexual — are 
not to be tolerated; they are to be extin- 
guished, trampled the mob true be- 
lievers who know the way, the only way, 
their way. 

Democracy is about many ways; it is 
about plurality and diversity and choice. 
And sometimes the choice must make 
to tolerate that which we find distasteful, 
such as a cartoon (whether provocative, 
satirical, or even blasphemous) or a David 
Irving.

Choice Court 


With Alito place, the high 


court takes abortion 


0) With two conservative justices joining 
the bench, and swing-vote justice San- 
dra Day O’Connor now gone, the US Supreme 
Court announced early this week that it will 
consider the constitutionality of a federal ban 
on the procedure commonly known as 
“partial-birth abortion.” The Bush adminis- 
tration, led by Attorney General Alberto Con- 
zales, has pushed the Supreme Court to re- 
view a number of these decisions, and now 
they've gotten their wish. 

The ban, signed by President Bush in No- 
vember 2003, outlaws a procedure performed 
when it’s too late for a woman to undergo a 
medical or vacuum-aspiration abortion (usu- 
ally after 13 weeks). The wording of the ban is 
purposefully vague, but those who support it 
say that it describes the process of “dilation 
and extraction” (D&X) in which a woman's 
cervix is dilated and the fetus is aborted. 

Three federal courts, in New York, Califor- 
nia, and Nebraska, have already struck down 
the ban, as have three appellate courts, argu- 
ing that its lack of an exception when the 
mother’s health is on the line renders it un- 
constitutional. In addition, several courts 
found the law as written so vague that it 
could be applied to perfectly safe and other- 
wise legal procedures outside the intended 
scope of the ban. 

Just six years ago, the high court consid 
ered a similar case, Stenberg v. Carhart. With 
then-justice O’Connor casting the deciding 
vote, the court struck down the Nebraska state 


ban on partial-birth abortions on two counts. 
First, because in some situations D&X may in 
fact be the safest option for a woman, and 
therefore necessary to protect her health. Sec- 
ond, the court found that the law reached too 
broadly into more-common, second-trimester 
procedures, which would place an unconsti- 
tutional undue burden on women seeking 
abortions. 

Both sides are looking to that 2000 ruling 
as a harbinger of what's to come this October, 
when the court will hear oral arguments in 
the new case, Gonzales v. Carhart. 

Clarke Forsythe, an Americans United for 
Life attorney and one of the architects of the 
right-wing attempt to chip away at 1973's Roe 
v. Wade, is optimistic for several reasons. He 
hopes that the court will more likely 
uphold this federal law than to 
preserve Nebraska's state 
law. Plus, he thinks there 
is more supporting evi- 
dence in favor of the ban 
now than there was in 
2000. 

In its ruling in Gonzales, 
the court could overturn 
Stenberg, Forsythe adds, de- 
scribing that decision as“a 
self-inflicted wound by the 
court, which flew in the face 
of 70 to 80 percent of the pub- 
lic who oppose partial-birth 
abortion.” 


Repro the Red Line 


But Priscilla Smith, director of the domes- 
tic legal program at the Center for Reproduc- 
tive Rights and lead counsel in Gonzales v. 
Carhart, believes that little that bears on these 
cases has changed since the court’s 2000 deci- 
sion. Moreover, she notes that in their 
confirmation hearings, Chief Justice John 
Roberts and Justice Samuel Alito stressed 
their respect for precedent, and that in 2000 
the court set a precedent reaffirming its com- 
mitment to protect women’s health. “If they 
apply that precedent,” says Smith, “they will 
strike down this law.”

PLANNED PARENTHOOD 


MOVES INTC 


Safe sex just got a little easier for women in 
Cambridge and Somerville, who won't have to 
go quite as far for birth control, emergency 
contraception, or testing for pregnancy or 
sexually transmitted infections. Responding 
to a state Department of Public Health survey 
that identified the two communities as 
among the top four in need of more-accessible 
reproductive-health-care services, Planned 
Parenthood League of Massachusetts (PPLM) 
opened the doors on Thursday to Plan, a new 
express center in Davis Square. Six employees 
will staff the center, which is taking over the 
space recently vacated by Buck-A-Book. For 
more extensive health services and proce- 
dures, women will still be referred to the 


much larger Boston clinic in Allston- 
Brighton, on Comm Ave. 

Express centers began popping up 
nationally about three years ago, and they 
fit perfectly with Planned Parenthood’s 
prevention goals, says PPLM chief executive 
officer Dianne Luby. “One of the best ways 
to get people who are sexually active to 
use contraception is if it’s convenient and 
accessible.”

Compared to a single verse written by Alex 
Turner, the entire Lennon/McCartney oeu- 
vre is but an execrable pile of rubbish. 

There, I said it. In fact, I'd like, if 1 
may, to submit a correction to the list 
of the 100 Greatest British Albums that 
appeared in the pages of NME only last 
month. While we were certainly correct 
in ranking the Arctic Monkeys’ debut 
record ahead of such cloddish so-called 
masterpieces as Revolver and London 
Calling, we erred in slotting it in at 
a modest number five. Subsequent 
listens have confirmed that it is in- 
deed better than Definitely Maybe and 
The Queen is Dead. In truth, it’s better 
even than The Stone Roses.

Their melodies are muscular and cere- 
bral, their words wise and trenchant. “I 
Bet You Look Good on the Dancefloor” 
finds eternal truths in Dionysian revel- 
ry. The song title “You Probably Could- 
n't See for the Lights but You Were Star- 
ing Straight at Me” comes as close as 
one can in mere words to evoking the 
blinding incandescence that flows from 
a band such as this. May the sun never 
set on their inspired wordsmithery. 

We in Cool Britannia have been privi- 
leged to know the Arctic Monkeys for 
months now, but their debut has been re- 
leased in the US only this week. And 
though fans there have doubtless 
amassed the entire album, track by 
track, via Limewire and music blogs, I ex- 
hort them to buy the record afresh. Just 
as we made the album the fastest-selling 
debut in UK chart history, so should you. 
You owe them not just your money, not 
just your thanks, but your obeisance. 

And, lo, the Arctic Monkeys spoke 
to America, and there came about 
them a great brightness and America 
beheld the chariot wherein They stood 
ascend to heaven. And they beheld 
Them in the chariot, clothed upon in 
the glory of the brightness, having 
raiment as of the sun, fair as the 
moon and terrible that for awe they 
durst not look upon Them. And there 
came a voice out of heaven, calling:

City Council needs extreme makeover 


In a week or two, the City of Boston’s compensation board will 
propose hiking the salaries of Boston’s mayor (who currently 
makes $150,000 annually) and city councilors (who pull in a cool 
$75,000). According to Larry DiCara, the ex-city councilor and 
mayoral candidate who heads the compensation board, higher 
pay would help attract top-tier talent to the electoral realm. 
DiCara’s point is worth pondering, even if it’s hard to feel an 
abundance of sympathy for anyone with a $75,000 salary. That 
said, the thinking here is that several other changes would do 
far more to attract good candidates and shake up Boston's mori- 
bund political scene. Here’s this reporter's wish list. 
TERM LIMITS ALL AROUND Tom Menino has nowhere else 
go, so he stays put. The city councilors all want Menino’s job, so 
they stick around, too. Rewrite the city’s charter that mayors 
get two four-year terms, tops; for the councilors, give them 
four two-year tours of duty, and then show them the door. 
MORE AT-LARGE SEATS The council’s current framework 
four at-large spots, nine district seats — was supposed to bolster 
minority representation. That hasn't really worked. Now that 
Boston's a majority-minority city, it’s time for another big 
change: redraw the district maps there are seven district and 
six at-large seats, even (gasp!) five district and eight at-large 
slots. Political opportunities for Boston’s communities color 
would increase overnight — and since at-large contests invariably 


generate more excitement than district campaigns, so would 
election-year buzz and general interest in city politics. 

MORE POWER Compared with their counterparts other 
cities, Boston city councilors have precious little power; most 
notably, they can’t increase individual line items in the city 
budget. Amend the charter so they can — and then, just for the 
hell it, give them another big responsibility, like appointing 
department heads or picking school-committee members. Ab- 
solute power may corrupt absolutely, but near-absolute impo- 
tence isn’t pretty, either. 

TRANSPARENCY, DAMMIT! If more Bostonians knew what goes 
on at the city council’s weekly meetings, pay hikes would be a 
nonstarter. The councilors file in embarrassingly late; then, 
once things are under way, they spend more time talking to 
each other than tending to the business at hand. (Seriously, 
it’s like an especially chaotic junior-high classroom.) Put a live 
broadcast of every council meeting on the city’s Web site, so 
viewers can see how late meetings are starting or how much 
time councilors are wasting with flowery, vapid oratory. 
Archive the video of these meetings for posterity. 

The odds any these ideas becoming reality? call 
them slim. But hope springs eternal. If any councilors want to 
take up the cause, they'll get some good free media courtesy of 
yours truly.

Salient issue 


Amid the reams of editorials and articles covering the 
Mohammed-cartoon controversy, the uniquely important role 
of independent college publications has been all but lost. While 
newspapers and opinion journals throughout the United States 
have refrained from publishing the cartoons — some out of 
fear, others out of purported concerns for propriety — at least 
six college publications have gone where few of their grown- 
up counterparts have dared. Score one for uppity, principled 
22-year-olds. 

Harvard College’s self-styled conservative-gadfly newspaper, 
the Harvard Salient, is one of two Boston-area-university publica- 
tions to have entered the fray. (Emerson College's weekly Berke- 
ley Beacon is the other.) Alongside an explanatory editorial titled 
“A Pox (err, Jihad) on Free Expression,” the rabble-rousing Salient 
published four of the Mohammed cartoons, as well as two anti- 
Semitic cartoons from state-run Arab newspapers that had 
been commissioned by Muslim editors in response to the con- 
troversial Danish drawings. 

The Salient’s editors didn’t mince words describing their mo- 
tives and world view. “Christianity has evolved as the West has 
evolved,” they intoned, “and Christians have grown thick 
skin. . .. We have no doubt that Islam will one day evolve as 
well, to be able to tolerate things its practitioners might find 
offensive or taboo.” 

None of Harvard's other undergraduate publications —- from 
its two student newspapers to its 15 other student journals — 
has published the cartoons. 

The row at Harvard over the cartoons’ publication has been 
placidly civil. In an attempt to air student views, the Harvard 
College Interfaith Council held a campus-wide discussion last 
Thursday attended by a couple dozen students and a few faculty 
and administrators. The participants were cordial, with the 
Salient nonetheless coming in for some sharp licks. Muslim stu- 
dents voiced some anger, but were more annoyed that going on 
four years after 9/11 Western students betray a dangerous igno- 
rance of Islam. The Salient didn’t give an inch, and neither did 
its detractors, and back-and-forth it went. 

While they may not agree with the paper's stated motives, 
students across the political spectrum have reaffirmed the 
Salient’s right to publish the drawings, as have Harvard's ad- 
ministrators. “Students’ publications have the right of free 
press,” Associate Dean Judith H. Kidd remarked to the Harvard 
Crimson. Kidd also sent an e-mail to the Salient to warn it of — 
and protect it from — potential retaliatory attacks. (Some Mus- 
lim students found it insulting that an administrator would 
think the paper might need protection from American, much 
less Harvard-attending, Muslims.) 

Student publications at the University of Wisconsin, North- 
ern Illinois University, Illinois State University, and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois also published some of the Mohammed cartoons. 
Responses have varied from muted (NIU) to rancorous (ISU). The 
editor in chief and opinions-page editor of the University of Illi- 
nois’ Daily Mini were suspended from their posts by the paper’s 
publisher, non-profit corporation, after students protested the 
cartoons’ publication. 

Overshadowing all of this is the Supreme Court's decision 
last Tuesday not to review Hosty v. Carter, a 2005 Seventh Circuit 
Court Appeals decision supporting the right dean Gov- 
ernors State University, in Illinois, to censor college publications. 
That ruling, which currently applies only in Illinois, Indiana, 
and Wisconsin, supported the college’s contention that, at least 
at public institutions, the college press’s First Amendment 
rights are no greater than those enjoyed by high-school student 
newspapers, which, thanks to a 1988 decision by the US 
Supreme Court, are subject to administrative censorship. The 
Supremes’ decision not to grant review to the Hosty opinion sig- 
nals dangerous times ahead for independent college journalism.

Since Republican front-runner Kerry Healey’s husband 
Sean Healey, the CEO Affiliated Managers Group, 
recently sold $13 million in AMG stock, this may be 
Mihos's way of saying he can spend at least that much. 

But can he? In 1998, Mihos and his brother James sold 
their 142 Christy's convenience stores to 7-Eleven's parent 
company. Christy's started as a single grocery store; when 
Christy and James took over in the late '70s, there were about 
40 stores. This is the source of Mihos’s cash. (Mihos later 
bought back 10 stores on Cape Cod.) But because it was a pri- 
vate transaction, the terms of the sale remain a mystery. 

He's got more money than most of us, obviously — wit- 
ness his $6.5 million home and the $5.5 million investment 
property located next door. Still, there’s reason to think Mi- 
hos may have allowed exaggerated notion his wealth 
to develop. Exhibit A: a $4.5 million mortgage from Citi- 
zens Bank that Mihos and his wife, Andrea, took out on 
their home in 2004. 

Asked about this mortgage, Mihos says it's actually a 
line of credit, and that he won't need it to fund his cam- 
paign. He also backs off his vow not to be outspent. “I'm 
going to spend enough to be elected, okay?” Mihos says. “! 
won't have to use that line of credit or sell houses or any- 
thing like that. It will certainly not be a hamster-driven 
campaign. ... !'m going to spend enough to win.” 


card-carrying National Rifle Association 
member. And he’s determined finish 
implementing the voter-approved 
income-tax rollback, which would reduce 
the state’s income tax five percent. 

As Mihos himself puts it, “If you look 

at where I stand on the issues, on the so- 
cial side of it, it’s not lock-down Republi- 
can-south-of-the-Mason-Dixon-line is- 
sues. certainly think that would give 
me an equal shot at Republican and De- 
mocratic voters.” 

He may be right. Suppose the Democ- 
rats nominate Deval Patrick, who's 
voiced his opposition rolling back the 
income tax five percent.

Among 
liberal Democrats, zeal for Patrick is al- 
most matched by antipathy toward 
Reilly. Some of them, too, would likely 
make much the same choice unless 
Mihos keeps pining for the Mass GOP, 
and makes impossible for disgruntied 
Democrats support him good 
conscience. 

Thanks to state election deadlines, 
Mihos has until March 7 to decide 
whether he’s running independent 
Republican. But there’s really 
reason wait that long. Sticking 
with the GOP means heading almost 
certain defeat primary that’s stacked 
against him, something Mihos knows 
full well. Running independent, 
meanwhile, would turn him into an 
ally most Massachusetts voters, 
position him nab support from every 
end the political spectrum, and pave 
the way for buzz-generating insurgent 
candidacy.

Rouleau severely mentally disabled; she also suf- 
fers from diabetes and scoliosis, blind one eye 
and deaf one ear, and has survived breast cancer.

Health. 

Since she was years old life has 
been one routine, which has enabled her 
enjoy her days, learn job skills, and contribute 
the world economically. But today, she one 198 
remaining Fernald residents whose futures are 
uncertain, because Governor Mitt Romney (along 
with some state officials, and sizable group 
disability advocates) has his way, her home will 
shut down.

system that has stretched and improved over time to 
treat cases like theirs. 

Critics contend that smaller-scale, community- 
based care fosters independence, social acceptance of 
disabilities, and medical innovation. But Fernald 
residents and their guardians fear that the greater 
flexibility that model, combined with the initially 
jarring transition out of institutional care, would 
leave disabled citizens floundering without the con- 
tinuity and individualized care they need. 


CHECKERED PAST 

The Fernald Center, founded 1848, the oldest 
institution its kind the Western Hemisphere, 
and its history checkered long. 

The center was established state school for 
the retarded, and at its peak, in the 1960s and '7os, 
more than 2000 “state boys” and “state girls” lived 
its 196-acre grounds number that has dwin- 
198 today. 

For much the century, many Fernald resi- 
dents endured terrible conditions questionable 
“treatment” techniques, forced labor, abuse, and 
neglect. One former Fernald resident, 65-year-old 
Sybil recalls that when she would 


experience muscle spasms as a teenage girl — the re- 
sult her cerebral palsy immediately tied 
bed. They would also leave the floor 
tied for hours.” Michael The State Boys 
Rebellion (Simon & Schuster, 2004) describes school ri- 
ots among mentally and physically sound boys 
trapped at Fernald in the 1950s. Other accounts 
describe children drinking from toilets, unmarked 
gravesites, and patients being used medical 
experiments. 

But all of that changed in 1972 when a federal 
class-action lawsuit led to 20 years of reform in all 
state-run facilities for mentally retarded citizens. 
Presiding over the suit against the state, District 
Judge Joseph Tauro took control these institu- 
tions, overseeing dramatic increases funding and 
subsequent changes in conditions. By 1993, Tauro 
was largely satisfied with the improvements and 
sued order that closed the case, while assuring 
residents and their guardians lifetime “equal 
better care.” 

Within the first two months his administra- 
tion, February 2003, Romney announced plans 
close all six the state’s institutions for the mentally 
retarded, of which Fernald is one. Residents, ac- 
cording the plan, would moved into commu- 
nity-based care either small group homes about 
six people (usually with 24-hour support staff) 
“supported living,” where disabled person lives 
house apartment and, depending his 
her condition, receives varying levels staff-provided 
care outside the home.

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Continued from p 13 
deinstitutionalization, the governor 
claims that community-based care is 
both cheaper (running Fernald cost the 
state $40.5 million in 2005) and prefer- 
able for developmentally disabled 
citizens. 

Since 2003 the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Mental Retardation (DMR) has 
backtracked, inexplicably, saying that only 
Fernald closing. “There presently 
plan” to close the five other facilities, 
DMR spokesman Richard Powers told the 
Phoenix in an e-mail last week. In fact, 
more than half those residents who 
have moved from Fernald were simply 
transferred one the five remaining 
state-school institutions. the largest 
those facilities, says Powers, Fernald is 
being singled out for closure because its 
operation cost-prohibitive. 

So, Fernald — and the profoundly 
disabled individuals who call it home — 
finds itself the center complicated 
debate over the costs and benefits (both 
human and financial) of closing institu- 
tions like it. 

Already, you can see signs of Fernald’s 
demise. There hasn't been a new admis- 
sion to the center since 2001, and since 
Romney's 2003 announcement, DMR has 
moved out 49 former residents. Those 
losses contribute creeping lack vi- 
tality about the place. does general 
neglect: the state whittles down the fa- 
cility, buildings are closed, fenced in, and 
left fall apart. Shuttered dorms, old 
gymnasium, and what used 
maintenance building are now boarded 


up, some with broken windows and 
overgrown ivy. 

And early February members 
the Fernald League relatives and 
guardians current Fernald residents 
were back court, this time simply try- 
ing keep Fernald open. And once 
again, Judge Tauro who something 
hero them presided. Their 
attorney, Beryl Cohen, alleges that those 
who have already been transferred are 
not getting the equal better care they 
were promised. The plaintiffs charge 
DMR with botching the transfer process, 
targeting for removal those residents 
with faraway guardians who can’t protest 
much, reducing services effort 
convince residents leave the center. 
The plaintiffs also note that six transfer- 
ees have died since leaving Fernald, 
although remains whether 
the transfers were directly related to 
the deaths. 

DMR, while allowing that some parts 
the transfer process could stand improve- 
ment, insists that followed the letter 
the law with each resident moved date. 
Plus, DMR points out that more than half 
the individuals who have been trans- 
ferred have simply moved one the 
five other state institutions. 

“Through the use the individual 
transition plan and visits the new living 
environment, the individual prepared 
for the smoothest possible transition 
their new residence,” DMR says.

MEDICALLY FRAGILE 
Gail Arone waiting for couch 
her Fernald home, one of several build- 
ings area campus called Malone 
Park. Her small frame is covered by a 
flowered shirt and a salmon-colored 
tracksuit, and because she’s been on a hat 
kick recently, Arone is wearing a denim 
hat with orange polka dots. 

The 55-year-old, who’s lived at Fernald 
since she was five, has Down syndrome. 
She cannot speak, but she is clearly excit- 
see her sister, Marilyn Meagher, 
who has been her legal guardian for more 
than years. Usually, when Meagher 
visits, they for drive, and Arone ex- 
citedly grabs her sister’s hand and tugs 
her toward the door. 

Meagher took over late 
last year president 
the Fernald League, and 
she is adamant about her 
sister staying Fernald. 
She cites the therapeutic 
pool, which Arone visits 
three times week, and 
the caring staff, many 
whom have worked the 
center for more than 
years. Were Arone 
forced from Fernald, who 
knows what services 
would available her, 
whether the staff she’s 
worked with for years 
would come with her? 

Members the Fer- 
nald League say that 
when Fernald residents 
are moved, their “individ- 
ual service plans,” or ISPs, 
aren’t as specific. ISPs, 
which address everything 
from medical issues, 
preferred activities, to 
treatment goals, are dif- 
ferent for each person. 

For example, in its re- 
port to the court, the Fer- 
nald League points one 
Tesident, who, “prior to 
transfer ... had two treat- 
ment objectives Fer- 
nald, identified as ‘oper- 
ating musical toy’ and 
flush the toi- 
let.’ These were changed 
after transfer the com- 
those earlier objectives 

‘access the community develop 
relationships with people’ and the other 
‘participate sensory activities.’” 
(DMR claims that ISPs are fluid, and once 
resident leaves the rigid routine 
Fernald, those objectives are likely 
require change.) 

Supporters Fernald also argue that 
the residents, who have ma- 
jor medical needs, are particularly vulner- 
able change. “The majority the peo- 
ple you’re talking about Fernald are 
medically fragile,” says David Hart, presi- 
dent the state’s Coalition Families 
and Advocates for the Retarded (COFAR). 
“They might survive one move, but they 
survive multiple moves.” 

Hart referring the possibility 
multiple transfers once resident leaves 
Fernald; DMR’s vague assurances that 
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Fernald the only intermediate-care fa- 
cility danger closing (for now) does 
little assuage these fears. 

Hart, like most anti-closure advo- 
cates, more than willing compro- 
mise some points. “Community the 
right placement for the right person,” 
says. “We want to be able to preserve the 
right to choose. DMR wants to take away 
that right.” 

Members COFAR and the Fernald 
League are willing give good 
chunk of Fernald’s land, and some are 
even willing to give up Fernald altogeth- 
er, as long as some state-run institu- 
tions, such those Wrentham 
Danvers, stay open. 

“Right from the beginning, we said 
we don’t need all the land,” says Colleen 
Lutkevitch, COFAR’s executive director. 
“Let them remain, and sell the rest of the 
property.” 

In fact, the state wants to convert the 
Malone Park section of Fernald, where 
Arone lives, into state-operated group 
homes the difference being that resi- 
dents would have leave campus par- 
ticipate various activi- 
ties and caregivers might 
change more frequently. 

also insists will 
keep open the Tufts Den- 
tal and Marquardt Skilled 
Nursing facilities, both 
are state-of-the-art 
buildings, 
grounds, specif- 
ically for mentally retard- 
patients.

makes phone calls, uses computer, and 
plans advocacy work. When she wants to 
out the State House, the store 
she often takes the Sometimes she 
uses “The Ride,” MBTA service that 
picks and drops off disabled passen- 
gers throughout the city; other days, she 
simply uses her electric wheelchair 
navigate the regular subway lines. (She 
admits being hell-on-wheels driver.) 
Two personal-care assistants help her 
with housekeeping and personal care, 
another support staffer keeps track her 
finances, and physical therapist comes 
her apartment once week. 
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Feldman moved into her apartment 
1982, and she’s lived there ever since — 
except when she travels, she did 
January, Las Vegas. When she show- 
ing off photos from her trip, demonstrat- 
ing the functions of her computer, or re- 
counting the two times she’s been arrest- 
ed for civil disobedience (once in Orlan- 
do, and once in Washington, DC), Feld- 
man fierce about her ability live in- 
dependently. 

Of course, Feldman is more medically 
capable than, say, Gail Arone, or some 
other Fernald residents. But aside from 
her remarkable drive and determination, 
Feldman is no different than many devel- 
opmentally disabled individuals. She 
takes more than 20 medications daily 
(including drugs that help control her 
spasms, depression, and difficulty 
sleeping), she is confined to her wheel- 
chairs, and she has a limited ability to 
communicate with others. Certainly, 
Feldman falls under some definition 
medically fragile. 

For deinstitutionalization advocates, 
Feldman exemplifies how the develop- 
mentally disabled can receive adequate 
services within the community — and 
thrive. 

“Over time, the focus really changed 
from trying clean the institutions 
and reform them, trying create 
humane alternative institutionaliza- 
tion,” says Steve Taylor of the Center on 
Human Policy Syracuse University. 

think the prevailing opinion the 
field, the majority opinion today, is 
that people with developmental 
disabilities should supported live 
the community. 

“People with disabilities aren’t born 
institutions, they’re born hospitals, 
and then they home neighbor- 
hoods,” says Taylor, who edits the jour- 
nal Mental Retardation. “They should 
part the community, and they should 
accepted into the community just like 


everyone else.” 

To keep state schools open, “you're 
making policy decisions for the next 
generation of young adults,” says Leo 
Sarkissian, executive director of ARC 
Massachusetts, the local arm of a 
national organization that advocates for 
developmentally disabled citizens and 
generally supports community-based 
care. Were the state to rehabilitate the 
decrepit buildings at Fernald, it would 
making investment state insti- 
tutions that Sarkissian doesn’t think is 
“smart and healthy long-term.” 

In fact, that investment is dwin- 
dling nationally. Where hundreds 
thousands people with intellectual 
and developmental disabilities lived 
public institutions in the late 1960s, 
just 41,653 did in 2004. Meanwhile, 174 
these institutions have closed since 
1960. New Hampshire was the first 
State to close all its institutions, and 
since then six states and the District 
Columbia have followed suit. There are 
examples of positive, smooth closures; 
there are places (like Washington, DC, 
and California), where the transition 
from institution community living 
has been rockier. 

There are still more challenges, 
specifically when comes medically 
supporting high-need individuals 
the community. 

But according Taylor: “We can dis- 
agree some these issues, but the 
wave the future the communities.” 

Still, close to 200 Fernald families, 
who are direct danger being 
swept away that wave, 
change their course. “There’s way 
I’m ever giving in,” Meagher says, 
walking away from Malone Park.

His wife, Laura Albert, is 
thought to be the true author of the 
books. They created the character of J.T.

a family industry — churning out books 
and articles, and growing a legend. Be- 
cause J.T. was such a notoriously reclu- 
sive figure, people were happy to just 
bask his (very rare) presence parties 
and photo shoots, even if his identity 
was always masked by huge sunglasses, 
kooky wigs, and ill-fitting clothes that 
left little visible terms actual hu- 
man.

DEAR HARVARD STUDENTS 
ADMINISTRATORS, FACULTY.

find ourselves what academ- 
ics call“a teachable moment.” struggle 
afoot for control the soul the acad- 
emy — at Harvard and every other liberal- 
arts campus. Unfettered debate and in- 
quiry are under grave assault. 

From the outset, my tenure as Har- 
president has been punctuated 
series phony crises. Some these 
episodes were blamed on my lack of per- 
sonal sensitivity, others on my misconcep- 
tion of a university president's role vis-a- 
vis the faculty. This deeply troubling 
me, not because my social reputation is at 
stake, but because something larger 
hangs the balance: whether not aca- 
demic freedom will remain intact. take 
seriously the duty bestowed on me, and I 
welcome robust criticism; reciprocally, I 
reserve the right, indeed the duty, to voice 
my unvarnished views about the direc- 
tions which feel Harvard must move. 

Let recount few the more 
highly publicized events presiden- 
cy thus far. It began with my calling into 
question hostile attitude to- 
ward the military in general and the uni- 
versity’s refusal specifically to allow 
ROTC on campus because of the mili- 
tary’s “don’t tell” policy 
policy that personally find offensive and 
counter-productive. the same speech, 
delivered personal guest sermon 
tradition encouraging mem- 
bers of the community to speak out on 
moral and ethical issues, I questioned 
whether calls for the university disin- 
vest companies that business with 
Israel were engaging hypocritical 
double standard that might deemed 
“anti-Semitic their effect, not 
their intent.” Faculty authoritarians re- 
volted against my right to deliver my 
speech, yet stand said. 

My spat with Afro-American-studies 
professor Cornel West private conver- 
sation leaked the news media like- 
wise drew the spirited disapproval 
faculty critics. It was deemed insensi- 
tive, not outright racist, for universi- 
president inquire whether scholar 
should contribute more to the body of 
knowledge his stated field than rap 
music. Mind you, like rap music and 
think has place the cultural canon, 
yet I stand by what I said. 

And then there were my remarks toa 
September 2004 conference on Native 
American studies at Harvard, in which I 
noted that significantly more indigenous 
people died not from the settlers’ 
weapons but from their pathogens. For 
stating this empirical fact, was lam- 
basted insensitive the plight Na- 
tive Americans and apologist for 
colonialism genocide denier. stand 


by what I said. Facts, it has been wisely 
said, are stubborn things. 

welcoming “off-the-record” talk 
the National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search, early 2005, drew the greatest 
criticism. spoke about the frustrating 
scarcity of women in academic math, en- 
gineering, and science programs, and 
posited, among other possibilities, that 
the under-representation might some 
measure the result innate differences 
between men and women. suggested 
well other possible obstacles women’s 
success in academic science, including the 
lack adequate child-care facilities and 
the dearth accommodations interrup- 
tions in the tenure track. I conceded as 
well that gender discrimination doubtless 
played some role. To my dismay, only my 
comment innate gender differences 
drew audience and faculty attention; in- 
deed, woman scientist from neighboring 
MIT complained newspaper reporter 
that she had to leave the room lest she 
faint or throw up listening to me. The 


problem women’s under-representation 
science will not solved burying our 
heads the quicksand ideologically dic- 
tated gender-discrimination theory. With 
all due regard for the overly sensitive di- 
gestive tracts critics, stand what 
said. 

This was about more than whether 
recognized expert. was about whether 
the modern American academy is any 
longer safe haven for true diversity 
thought and opinion, and whether some 
subjects are so toxic to a subsection of the 
academic left that they are taboo. We ex- 
tol the virtues diversity wide vari- 
ety programs including mandatory 
freshman orientation and “sensitivity 
training” programs that come perilously 
close being exercises thought- 
reform but penalize diversity 
knowledge and opinion. was not im- 
mune to these forces, as exhibited in my 
shameful attempt buy off critics 
with a $50 million bribe for a laundry list

free inquiry this campus, will 
pursue the following initiatives vigorous- 
ly. abolishing every school within 
this university all disciplinary codes that 
limit free speech the name sensitiv- 
ity.

This 
is a national, not a local, battle. My 
tenure and success this university’s 
president should not turn on whether my 
expressing challenging point view 
causes tenured scientist call for her 
smelling salts which went out fash- 
ion with the arrival Darwin.

FROM THE ASHES 


WITH ONE THE BETTER NOVELS COME OUT 9/11, 


he events of September 11, 2001, 
are responsible for depressing 
amount bad art and inane 
commentary. premature 
grandiose pronouncements, like 
Graydon Carter’s infamous “end of irony” 
seismic change. Things that were con- 
sidered fringe and frivolous are going 
disappear.”) provocative novels like 
Frédéric Beigbeder’s Window the World. 
(“They suffered for 102 minutes, the aver- 
age running time Hollywood film.”) 


Pat rock songs like ham- 
fisted “Far Away.” (“The president hides/ 
while working men rush in/ to give their 
lives.”) Jingoistic ditties like Paul McCart- 
ney’s execrable “Freedom.” (“We talkin’ 
freedom. will fight, for the right 
live in freedom.”) 

Even the novels that tried in earnest to 
deal with the subtler emotional subcur- 
rents stirred by the attacks, like Jonathan 
Safran Foer’s Extremely Loud and Incredibly 
Close, were problematic, and drew more 
than a few slings and arrows (“a writer of 
talent who exploits holocaust mythicize 
the most aggressive self-pity modern 
American history,” carped The Nation). 

So it’s entirely understandable that Jay 
faced writing 9/11 book with 
trepidation. “For long time wasn’t sure 
how you could approach that subject,” he 
Says, sitting in his room at the Hotel Com- 
monwealth on a recent Monday afternoon, 
town read from his seventh novel, 
The Good Life (Knopf). 

But several months after witnessing 
the attacks from his own window, after 
volunteering at Ground Zero, and after 
seeing the city he’d lived in and loved since 
the late change profound fleet- 
ing way, McInerney made the decision. 
For a novelist in New York City — a novelist 
made his career writing about New 
York City and its residents dealing some- 
how with September was “not only 
right, but practically a duty,” he says. “If 1 
was going write about contemporary 
New York and not mention 9/11, I was go- 
ing have some very serious elision. 
But was daunting. The danger putting 
9/11 in a book, of course, is that it will 
overwhelm the fictional universe 
trying create.” 

wariness precisely why 
The Good Life successful. The book 
less about 9/11 as an event — the day itself 
omitted completely than about the 
aftermath, those few tragic yet strangely 
magical months when everything was dif- 
ferent, and it seemed like it could stay that 
way. Charting that day’s reverberations 
the lives and loves of the well-educated, 
well-heeled New Yorkers who are his stock- 
in-trade, McInerney masterfully evokes 
scarred and damaged city, its citizens 
grappling with the new lives that might 
possible. Honest, perceptive, and keenly 
felt, The Good Life the story two couples’ 
furtive, hesitant stabs happiness the 
brave and fearful new world of post-9/11 
New York most mature 
and affecting book yet. 

Jay McInerney, of course, has 
been chronicling New York life 
for two decades. His debut, 
Bright Lights Big City (1984), 
was seminal study

Story of ee 
Life (1989) was more the same. Model

litterateurs. 

In a very real way, the city itself — fast, 
rich, toweringly arrogant but also vulnera- 
ble — is McInerney’s greatest character. 

How could he not process such an epochal 
chapter its history? sort felt, 
someone who writes in New York, I had to 
engage somehow,” says. “I’ve been 
writing about my times in the city for 20 
years. was something had to, some 
way, register.” 

William Faulkner was synonymous 
with Mississippi. For James Joyce, even as 
self-made exile, Dublin was the world. 

And for McInerney while hardly canoni- 
cal New York City all. (Okay, the 
Hamptons too.) And just as Joyce boasted 

that were Dublin ever destroyed it could be 

rebuilt entirely from the pages of Ulysses, 

so does McInerney feel that “my job is to 

chronicle the contemporary city. You could . 
draw fairly comprehensive map New 
York from books.” 

Even with his Boston roots (his 
grandparents were from Southie, his 
father from Wellesley, his mother from 
Newton), McInerney is a New Yorker 
first and foremost. “Most writers have 
their turf, the landscapes to which their 
imaginations respond,” says. “New 
York is the ultimate urban environment. 
It’s still exciting me. It’s 
amazing place, much it’s changed 
in the last 20 years.” 


PERSONAL GROWTH 

If you told anyone five years ago that Jay 
McInerney would write one the most 
sensitive and restrained treatments one 
the most traumatic events American 
history, you probably been met 
with blank stares. Jay McInerney? Brash, 
louche, arrogant, decadent Jay McInerney? 
Jay McInerney the Page Six playboy? Jay 
the oenophile, the epicure, the 
bon vivant? The Jay McInerney who for 

years was seen all but synonymous with 

the line-snorting protagonist his debut 

novel? The Jay McInerney who was still ;

Priorities are reconsidered. Selves are 
reinvented. But can it last? And what is 

“the good life”? 

the central concern of McIner- 
ney’s novel. That’s why it begins on Sep- 
tember 10 and picks back up again on “Ash 
Wednesday,” September 12. W hy labor over 

the charged imagery of those planes erupt- 
ing into fireballs? Why bother imposing 
an : autho rial voice on something so deeply 
felt by everyone anyway? “Everybody in the 
world had their own experiences that 
day, and I didn’t want to have the actual 
day, the event itself, overwhelming the 
novel,” McInerney says. 

saves his near-poetic descriptive flair 
for the aftermath, masterfully evoking 
those strange, days that really 
seem long ago. “Staggering West 
Broadway, coated head to foot in dun ash, 
he looked like a statue commemorating 
some ancient victory, or, more likely, 
some noble defeat — a Confederate general, 
perhaps,” McInerney writes. “Yesterday 
morning, and well into the afternoon, 
thousands had made this same march 
West Broadway, fleeing the tilted plume 
of smoke, covered in the same gray ash, 
slogging through it as the cerulean sky 
rained paper down on them — a Black 
version the old ticker-tape parades 
of lower Broadway.” 

It’s in this eldritch and ethereal other- 
world that Luke and Corrine first meet, 
and as they enact their courtship in the en- 
suing weeks, keen eye for 
Zeitgeist detail the Cipro prescriptions, 
the Strokes, the baleful e-mail forwards of 
Auden’s “September 1, 1939,” and Yeats’s 
“The Second Coming” and his generous, 
empathetic feel for the realities the hu- 
man heart, make for a love story that’s si- 
multaneously real and surreal. 

“It was extraordinary state 

d,” says that fall. heightened 
sense of awareness. Some of it was dread- 
ful: the heightened anxiety, the anthrax 
in your mailbox, the bomb scares. And 
then the anger and grief people felt, the 
nightmare all had. That was the bad 
part. But the good part was that people 
got in touch for a while with their better 
selves There was an extraordinary out- 
pouring of charity. The city that’s famous 
for being selfish and jaded, and thinking 
that identifying with their fellow citizens 
something that rubes from other places 
do, suddenly were comforting each 
other on the street and helping strangers, 
and having sense pride being New 
Yorkers. was amazing thing, and 
don’t think I'll ever see anything like 
again in my lifetime.” 

While The Good Life unmistakably 
and about very specific time and place, 
the themes explores are universal: 
“Love, marriage, fidelity, children all 
those things that i9th-century books were 
about.” fact, says McInerney, one reason 
the book appearing now, nearly five 
years after 9/11, is that its writing was 
tantamount to “an elaborate, three-and-a- 
half-year therapy session.” 

The self-confessed “serial monogamist” 
has had undulant and well-documented 
personal life. He’s been married three

deflating reality of The Good Life is its 
recognition the fact that that super- 
charged time of hyper self-consciousness 
empathy and charity and “ter- 
ror sex,” shot through with a curious strain 
of exhilaration, the thrill of being alive in 
the face of so much death — didn’ t last. It 
couldn't. “Already that time seems far 
away,” McInerney says. “Eventually, some 
sense reality returned and the rhythms 
of daily life re-established themselves. We 
didn’t all become our best selves forever.” 

But for McInerney, some improve- 
ments have taken hold. He’s in a happy 
and stable relationship. (Again.) He’s 
kicked cocaine. The only cigarettes 
smokes are puffed quickly and surrepti- 
tiously on the sidewalk, witiga fear that 
his kids will find out. 51, Jay 
erney has grown up. 

“Nine-eleven finally consolidated some 
changes that had been moving toward 
anyway,” he says. “There came a point, 
when I was about 40, | had kids, and 1 was 
technically an adult. I had to try to grow 
into that. Nine-eleven helped complete 
the process. was punctuation mark 
the first part life.” 

Q&A included with Knopf’s press 
materials, McInerney says of his newest 
novel, “Lately have been thinking that 
The Good Life may be my first book about 
that keep writing bildungsroman 
forever.” It represents, he says, the begin- 
ning “phase two” for him. 

But wait. McInerney great admirer 
Scott Fitzgerald. He’s penned volu- 
minous reviews his books. recently 
him. And he’s been compared more 
than one critic — not always favorably — 
the man himself. One them, per- 
haps unfortunately, was the disgraced 
“memoirist” James Frey, who, in The 
Good Life’s first review on Amazon.com, 
ducing the kind books might have 
expected from Fitzgerald had lived 
past the age of 44.” 

(“I have funny history with that 
book,” McInerney says of A Million Little 
Pieces. was judge for the National Book 
Award that year, and I read it as a novel. I 
just assumed or I didn’t read the cover let- 
ter something. thought was pretty 
good don’t wanna pile ol’ 
didn’t ask for the review, and I can’t ask it 
to be retracted.”) 

But Scott Fitzgerald also famously 
averred that “there are second acts 
American lives.” (Something Frey must 
surely wish for.) McInerney disagrees. 
“The whole idea America second acts. 
Self-invention and reinvention. The coun- 
try was founded the idea second 
chances. People from Europe came here 
again.” 

And, anyway, “He was dead 44. 
much admired Fitzgerald, was 
many ways terrible role model.

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“People call me the P. Diddy of New England,” 

J. JEWELS says when he calls to confirm that I 
got his e-mail. “That’s what some people say.” 
remains to be seen whether he can top the pop 
charts, but he’s got Diddy-style diversification on 
lockdown. Jewels is the proprietor of JewelsE Inc., 
a self-styled New England conglomer- 
ate that's throwing the NEW ENGLAND 
IDOL super-event this Saturday night 


The evening includes the competition 
tself interspersed with performances 
rom Jamaica’s MR. EASY, local sensa- 
ion OMEGA RED, former Sony item 
SMOKE BULGA, and T-CRISIS. Red is signed to Jewels 
Entertainment; T-Crisis is signed to Big Thing 
Records, a label distributed by, yes, JewelsE Distrib- 
ution Company. 

As for the contest, Jewels is proud to include 
genres the TV show leaves out. “American Idol focuses 
only on singers; New England Idol offers opportu- 
nities to a wider range of talent from models to 
dancers competing such genres hip-hop, 
R&B, reggae, and reggaeton. I can already see the 
competition growing into phenomenon. This 
year alone have people coming from PA, 
Jersey, RI, and more.” A DJ since the age of 14 anda 
producer since not much later, Jewels credits the 
New England Patriots for his renewed inspiration. 
“I said, ‘Wow, forget about just representing 
Boston, there now wider market out there.’ The 
Pats just put New England the map big-time, 

New England Idol is an all-ages event, with TV 
cameras, a light show, and backstage footage on 
projectors out front plus cash prizes and record con- 
tracts for the winners. “There is a lot of undiscov- 
ered talent New England, people that would put 
Mariah Carey to shame and give everyone from 
Mary J. to Christina a run for their money. A talent 
is a talent in my eyes, either you have it or you 
don't.” Jewels won't be a judge, however — that 
task goes to BIG DADDY and GEE-SPIN from JAMN 
94.5, modeling professionals, and a few others. “I 
wanit people attend and part all, it’s 
JewelsE history in the making.” Next up for Jewels 
the “Keep Hope Alive” concert the DCU Center 
in Worcester, with Tony Yayo, Lloyd Banks, and 
Jay-Z protégée Teairra Marie plus local talents 
and the aforementioned Omega Red, of whom Jew- 
els says, “Keep an eye out for him, he’s going to be 
everywhere this year.”

The legacy the late great Dilla

Hip-hop icons never just die. They fall 

in battle, tumble from the sky, or 
drown addiction. The robbery their 
lives is apparent, obtrusive, cinematic. 
Strange, then, that one hip-hop’s great- 
est, James Yancey (a/k/a Jay Dee, best 
known as J. Dilla), would pass so surrepti- 
tiously. His death was wholly unassum- 
ing. multi-year battle with blood sick- 
ness and then diagnosis lupus. hos- 
pital stay last fall, brief recovery, Euro- 
pean performances wheelchair. And, 
finally, quick death that descended 
the 32-year-old producer while was cra- 
his mother’s embrace. 

Dilla’s passing, February 10, came 
just three days after his birthday and the 
release of his second solo album, Donuts 
(Stones Throw). Since leaving his original 
group, Slum Village, Dilla had established 
himself producer/rapper. But Donuts 
Dilla distilled: all beats. Originally con- 
ceived beat tape and then produced 
his hospital bed last fall, it’s exactly the 
forward-thinking, experimental showcase 
expect from artist with the end 
view. Dilla decimates the hip-hop 
mold, motoring through electric guitars 
and muted percussion “Workinonit,” 
serenading “Time: The 
Donuts the Heart,” and reflipping his 
own verses “Dilla Says Go.” With only 
single track crossing the two-minute 
mark, Donuts fitting bookend his ca- 
reer, and a reminder that Jay Dee didn’t 
make music, made movements.

Anti-government riots broke 
out in 1988, and then civil war in the ’9o0s. 
Fundamentalist terrorists battled the mil- 
itary junta in charge, and civilians paid 
the price. To date some 70,000 have per- 
ished. Allouache, whose friend the novel- 
ist and journalist Tahar Djaout had been 
murdered by the rebels, returned to his 
old neighborhood record the gen- 
esis in BAB EL-OUED CITY (1994; February 24 
at7 pm). 

In style the film recalls Pontecorvo’s 
pseudo-documentary well Roberto 
Citta City. With vio- 
lence erupting as he filmed, Allouache 
shot sometimes while grave danger and 
often the run. Employing complicated 
but clear chronology, the film interweaves 
the lives his characters with serendipi- 
that Paul Crash only simulates. 
And though they embody different aspects 
Algerian life, these people are not 
stereotypes but fully observed and imag- 
ined human beings, pulsing with humor, 
pathos, and folly. 

Like Boualem, a youth who works 
nights bakery and finds his attempts 
sleep during the day frustrated the 
loudspeaker outside his window. The 
continual imprecations against 


the “filth” the neighborhood streets 
drives him to a rash act. He pulls the 
speaker down and tosses into the sea. 
Filled with remorse, he still can’t sleep. 
Said, the local Islamic bully, uses the theft 
excuse crack down local 
morals, targeting, among others, 
woman who lives alone and drinks, her 
heart broken the failure the Marxist 
revolution in the '6os and the loss of her 
lover. Meanwhile, Boualem falls in love 
with Said’s brutalized sister, Yamina. 

The tension builds, and all ends 
more less badly. But far from being 
tract, Bab City times plays like 
comedy, particularly when Allouache 
turns his camera the black-marketeers 
and smugglers who infiltrate everything 
and seem to keep the city running. Alilo 
in SALUT COUSIN! (1996; February 24 at 9 
aspires that status, but when his 
cousin Mok greets him Paris train sta- 
tion, he’s frantic because he’s lost the ad- 
dress where he’s pick the bag 
goods has sneak back Algiers. Un- 
til his boss gets back him with the in- 
formation, Alilo can only cool his heels 
his place. 

Although Mok affects hip, he’s inept 
Alilo. aspiring rapper, gets booed 


off the stage when tries 
hip-hop version Fontaine’s animal fa- 
bles. Alilo learns, his cousin desper- 
ate phony who makes stories about the 
hardships his family Paris compete 
with Alilo’s genuine tales woe from back 
Algiers. fact, compared with the 
housing blocks he’s escaped from, Mok’s 
new home multi-cultural paradise, 
with Arabs and Africans brushing shoul- 
ders with American novelists and Japanese 
painters and uniting against the occasion- 
skinhead assault. this roughhewn 
sis tolerance, Alilo meets African 
woman and falls love. 

Allouache exercises his comic skills 
the full in Salut cousin!: his touch is light, 
his eye exacting, his timing impeccable, 
and he doesn’t loses sight of the dread and 
darkness lying behind the blithest jest. 
Similarly, when his subject is bleakest, his 
humor pops the strangest places, 
black and perverse and revelatory, like the 
kitten cradled by the bloodthirsty, effete 
emir LAUTRE MONDE|THE OTHER WORLD 
(2001; February pm). 

The inverse of Salut cousin! , Lautre monde 
follows the fate of Yasmine, a French 
woman Algerian descent who’s returned 
to her native land to hunt down her 
beloved Rachid. (Cousin? Brother? Fiancé? 
She has different story for everyone who 
asks.) He left France for Algeria months 
before, was drafted by the army, and dis- 
appeared. Veiled in a hidjab but not know- 
ing word Arabic, Yasmine journeys 
through the most dangerous regions the 
war-ravaged country. From gruff but 
kindly Algerian officer she learns that 
Rachid was one of two soldiers missing af- 
ter terrorist ambush. She insists visit- 
ing the site, is captured herself, and es- 
capes the company one the terror- 
ists, who’s become infatuated with her. 
it tumbles toward its climax, Lautre monde 
seems more schematic than Allouache’s 
other films, tending toward Mok’s 
Fontaine fables. But the details terror, 
desperation, cruelty, and humanity tran- 
scend the story’s brutal moral. 

What that Allouache tells about 
the street? In Bab El-Oued City, a Frenchman 
takes his blind aunt tour Algiers, 
describing her the beauty that 
longer there. “What that smell?” she 
says. Salut cousin!, merchant who has- 
n’t been to Algiers in 30 years evokes his 
home town with music. smell the 
the coriander,” says, imagin- 
ing walk through the city. Perhaps Al- 
louache’s word from the street that 
look away from the filth that has ac- 
cumulated there forget that 
meant place beauty and peace.

Night Watch completely synthetic yet 
thoroughly original movie. The film’s 
influences and borrowings are continuous 
and brazen, yet the result feels fresh, 
new, exciting, and utterly disorienting. 
It’s the film that genre-movie lovers 
and maybe some the rest have 
been pining for since Peter Jackson left 
Middle-earth. 

Like the Lord the Rings, Matrix, and Star 
Wars franchises, this Russian import (the 
first of a trilogy) features a mythology as 
old Joseph Campbell illuminated with 
cutting-edge digital effects. It’s tale 
two warring bands Others, mortals gift- 
with supernatural powers. (Some are 
shapeshifters telekinetics; some are 
witches vampires.) For thousand 
years, uneasy truce has held between 
the Light Others and Dark Others, who po-

lice each other’s activities. present-day 
Moscow, however, the balance is about to 
be overturned by two newcomers: a cursed 
virgin who brings misfortune and tragedy 
to everyone she meets, and a Great One 
who will end the battle once and for all, 
but in favor of which side? 

The Light Others are not unambiguous- 
good, and neither are the Dark Others 
unambiguously evil. People both sides 
one another small favors and occasion- 
ally look the other way at their enemies’ 
misdeeds. Anton (Konstantin Khaben- 
sky), a Light Other who has visions of the 
future, once tried to hire a witch to lure 
his ex-girlfriend back using spell that 
would have caused her miscarry her 
tus, Later, Anton kills a vampire, Andrei, 
during fight but unable help the 
bloodsucker’s girlfriend, non-Other 
whom Andrei afflicted with his curse, get 
cured her dark addiction. Such inno- 
cent mortals often become collateral dam- 
age the struggle, and when the Great 
One finally arrives (he’s boy who’s fan 
Buffy the Vampire Slayer) and chooses 
sides, he finds the differences between 
the two are not all clear-cut.

Sack Theatres of Boston, forerunner to the 
Loews chain, capitulated organized 
protests from the Archdiocese Boston 
and canceled planned run downtown 
theater. “Banned in Boston,” Hail Mary 
opened instead the Orson Welles Theatre 
Cambridge, respectable reviews from 
the critics (three and a half stars from the 
Boston Herald) and salutations from the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 


Godard was bemused the to-do about 
his film, which getting rare revival 
screening the Harvard Film Archive this 
Monday, February 27. At a 1985 Berlin Film 
conference, labeled earli- 
protests Versailles and Strasbourg 
benediction,” praising the picketers be- 
cause “they did their work as Christians, 
and they didn’t do it badly.” He did defend 
Hail Mary against attacks that was blas- 
phemous, saying, “It’s real story, Mary’s 
story about life coming down from the sky.

So that’s why 
they blew themselves up in caves 
on Okinawa instead of flying a 
white flag. Sloppy thinking par- 
allels sloppy style; the latter is 
dominated by montages of explo- 
sions and Cruise missiles. Those 
on Jarecki’s side will nod in weary 
resignation; those who are not

Take part in the commuter organization outings and activi- 
ties. You are not the first or only student to commute to 
school so find other people who share in the experience. 
Grab coffees before going to class and take the time to talk 


about your educational joys and frustrations in a frank man- 
ner. 


Make certain that you are up-to-date on all campus 
announcements. Check your personal email and your col- 
lege email at least once a day to stay informed and touch 
base with your advisors at least once a month to make cer- 


tain you are fulfilling all of your course credits in a timely 
manner. 


SCHEDULING YOUR CLASSES, SCHEDULING YOUR LIFE

orget star-cross’d. the American 
Repertory Theatre, Romeo and 
Juliet are just plain cross. Pissed off. 
From start finish. And 
everyone else Israeli director 
Gadi Roll’s muscular and unsentimental 
staging of Shakespeare's tragedy of flam- 
mable old hate, defiant young love, and 
despairingly bad timing. This Romeo and 
Juliet (at the Loeb Drama Center through 
March 25) is dark, striking, and deter- 
minedly aggressive.

But it’s pushed such ex- 
treme that the production, despite sound 
designer David Remedios’s mix electric 
rock, sultry jazz, softly tinkling piano, and 
church music, seems one-note. 

Since this Romeo was originally conceived 
director Janos (who withdrew 
hope directing movie), collaboration 
with design team that includes Riccardo 
Hernandez (who had supplied sets for 
strong ART stagings Marat/Sade, 
Uncle Vanya, and Desire Under the Elms), it’s re- 
markable how well Roll’s approach con- 
forms the harsh, prearranged milieu, 
with its hints Italian thuggery, its mini- 
mal furnishings, and somber 
lighting design, which vertical and hori- 
zontal shafts light pinpoint action also il- 
luminated various times poker lights, 
lanterns, candelabras, and what look like 
fireflies. Also contributing the aggressive 
tenor the production are Rod Kinter’s 
nasty, grunting knife fights and Doug 
Elkins’s striding, angular line dances. 

But the actors, like the poetry, are short- 
changed. Only Karen MacDonald manages 
nuanced characterization, downplaying 
the caricatured bawdiness the Nurse 
create woman both prating and sent reel- 
ing like ragdoll woe upon woe. Solis’s 
Romeo allowed digress from the gener- 


ire and occasionally morose, but Solis 
replaced another actor three weeks before 
opening and hasn’t had the opportunity 
dig deep into the part previous per- 
formances suggest he’s capable. Ayende 
captures Mercutio’s flamboyance when 
addresses “Signor Ro-may-o,” but his per- 
formance is mostly declamatory. Thomas 
Friar Lawrence commanding 
but almost fascistic.

Less auteur- than actor-driven and far 
more powerful Boston Theatre Works’ 
Othello (at the BCA Plaza Theatre through 
March 11). Director Jason Slavick gets out 
the way quartet powerhouse per- 
formers whose ability such that one 
hardly minds the amateurs the cast. 
The spare, intense staging boils down (or 
up) showdown between Jonathan Ep- 
stein’s alternately bullying and brooding 
villain lago and Tony Molina’s thun- 
derous yet childlike Othello. Unlike many 
modern African-American actors, Molina 
does not shy from the arguably racist sav- 
agery Shakespeare wrote into the part but 
ameliorates with sensual yearning for 
Desdemona that the old warrior can barely 
resist. These two are abetted the de- 
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fenselessly sincere Desdemona of Susanna 
Apgar and the eruptible Emilia of Eliza- 
beth All four hail from Lenox- 
based Shakespeare Company, which 
knows its way around the Bard, and their 
combined forces are enough to beat back 
the irritating eye pops and old-age man- 
nerisms of some of the supporting players. 

Not that the acting style favored by the 
principals subtle; these folks wrap their 

capable arms and well-trained larynxes 
around the primal feelings Othello and 
make the tragedy desperately real rather 
than declamatory. And neither does the 
staging shy from the black-comic irony in 
lago’s increasingly flamboyant effort 
push his military master into the 
open arms of “the green-ey’d monster 
which doth mock/The meat feeds on.” 
Indeed, there is no little mockery in the 
manipulations lago, and Moli- 
na’s Othello takes the bait with an open 
mouth.

FORBIDDEN BROADWAY DEPLOYS ITS SVU 


Gerard Alessandrini's got no respect for 

ill people. Every year he stomps up to 
the sickbed of the Fabulous Invalid and 
slaps her around. But the Broadway theater 
keeps ticking and takes the licking that 
has become Alessandrini’s living. Forbidden 
Broadway, in which the clever parodist 
skewers the good, the bad, and the ugly of 
the commercial stage, began life as a sup- 
act 1982. Annually overhauled, 
has been running New York ever since. 
Boston had its own semi-permanent edition 
the cathartic compilation spoofs when 
Needham native Alessandrini set up his 
cauldron of merry vitriol at the Park Plaza 
Hotel, where it bubbled for six years in the 
late 1980s and early Now the Hunting- 
ton Theatre Company has brought the latest 
incarnation of the show, Forbidden Broad- 
way: Special Victims Unit, back for a visit (at 
the Wimberly Theatre in the Calderwood 
Pavilion the BCA through March 12). 

The proceedings begin when some off- 
stage Dick Cheney shoots 30-year-old, car- 
cinogen-sucking Annie who has outgrown 
not only her brassy waif's persona but her 
little red dress. This brings on the trench- 
coated crime squad of the title. But for most 
of the show, Alessandrini just lets his keen 
sense of the absurd, the pretentious, and 
the inane perform citizens’ arrests of Broad- 
way perps ranging from recidivists Sarah 
Brightman and Les Miz to more recent of- 
fenders like Yoko Ono. Boston audiences 
may not get the whole joke when it comes 
Tony winners Spamalot and Wicked, 
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proves so infectious that it hardly matters 
whether you know the mark 

The modus operandi of Forbidden 
Broadway is to shoot its targets with bullets 
of their own tunes coated in Alessandrini's 
poisoned lyrics. The assaults are abetted 
the broad mimicry talented foursome 
singers/actors (janet Dickinson, Kevin B. 
McGlynn, Nick Verina, and the terrific Valerie 
Fagan) and an array of props and costumes 
generally purchasable from 
whose after-Christmas sale the backdrop of 
hue-mutating tinsel probably derives. Only 
unflappable accompanist Catherine Stornet- 
ta’s on-stage piano cannot be described as 
gloriously and deliberately tacky, whether 
you're talking bad wigs or Lion King head- 
dresses topped with the ears of producer 
Disney's favorite rodent. 

SVU victims include a Chicago rife with 
hilarious approximations of Bob Fosse's 
angular choreography; Avenue 0 with its 
steamy Muppet sex; Hairspray with its 
paisley-clad female blimps, one of whom is 
frogey Harvey Fierstein; and Light the Pi- 
azza with its impossibly complex Adam 
Guettel score. But no mass attack is as 
sidesplitting as the individual assaults on 
bucktoothed Sarah Brightman admitting 
her crimes against opera spacy, screech- 
ing Yoko Ono retooling the lyrics of “Imag- 
ine” to fither mercenary milking of her 
memory Lennon. Then 
the showdown between a boozy Kathleen 
Turner and a priggish Cherry Jones that gets 
in a jab at the ART. Guess it’s not just

But the cow 
did gallivant, and Bader happened read 
about it while researching a documentary 
about the Declaration Independence. 
The serendipity of her discovery is a lot 
like the essence classified advertising 
itself, particularly the lost-and-found va- 
riety. Lost gold ring might followed 
lost artificial hand and then by lost 
prayer book, the listings the 
Boston Evening Transcript for March 1, 1866. 

Zooming life’s random 
ephemera, classified ads can, turns 
out, reanimate the past like nothing 
else. They can tell you about what people 
valued or wanted, whether it was to lo- 
cate lost green parrot that “speaks 
Spanish like native” hire young 
lady German parentage,” who “must 
bust and understand bookkeeping 
on a small scale.” 

Strange Red Cow sets classifieds against 
the larger doings history, detailing, 
for instance, how information-wanted 
postings were linked the Irish potato 
famine of the 1840s and to Emancipa- 
tion. (In both cases, many people were 
searching for lost family and friends.) 
During the Depression, swap ads were 
common, and desperation sometimes 
bred absurdity: Wagnall’s 
Standard Desk Dictionary for lightish 
sledge hammer dung fork fair 
condition.” the books Woman, Her 
Sex and Love Life and Birth Control, “by 
eminent physician,” for “ten hens 
heavy breed pigs.” 

The title bovine read: “Came 
owner may have her again, proving 
his property, and paying charges.”

Gazette May 11776. Bader writes, 
pictured Mr. Miller discovering that 
stray cow his plantation, sizing her 
up, and checking for any identifying 
marks.

Or, getting flexible the ICA

Like countless others, when I was a stu- 
dent and moving each year from dorm 
apartment and then another apart- 
ment, I made bookshelves out of bricks 
and planks wood. These bookshelves 
represented simple yet flexible, low-main- 
tenance contemporary domestic furnish- 
ing. Not only were they functional, they 
were also cost-effective and could easily ex- 
pand or contract. I loved them. There is a 
human universality to dealing with and 
“owning” our environment. 

American Olympic “maverick” skier 
Bode Miller grew up in an isolated New 
Hampshire log cabin without running wa- 
ter or electricity. This is an unusual circum- 
stance that makes for good press, but it’s 
also notable example people living 
more adaptive environment. I knew an 
artist who lived in a yurt in the woods out- 
side Portland, Maine. seemed quite nor- 
mal in conversation, dress, and even sense 
humor. was the age that came 
adulthood in the '6os and ’70s and mor- 
phed, flexibly painfully, from middle- 
class buttoned-up America post-hippie 
lifestyles and careers. His decision to live in 
adaptive, minimalist, alternative space 
was, like that of Bode Miller’s parents (also 
former hippies), outgrowth his 
times, culture, and education. 

Architecture and design are art forms 
that we all live with each day. They seem 
less esoteric than the fine arts; perhaps 
that’s why everyone seems to have an opin- 
ion on our built environment. And why 
new construction, new object forms, and 
even related exhibitions can elicit such vis- 
ceral reactions. The most creatively and 
universally designed objects often add ma- 
terially to our enrichment, comfort, and 
exuberance. Just consider the iPod. 

This sense of designer joy is palpable in 
the Institute Contemporary Art’s “Living 
Motion: Design and Architecture for 
Flexible Dwelling,” an exhibition that, or- 
ganized the Vitra Design Museum 
Weil am Rhein, showcases a range of 
clever, often elegant furniture and some- 
times beautiful furnishings and objects. 
Tracing flexible modes of living through 
centuries design creativity, this show 
stretches across cultures and continents. 


MOBILE WORKSPACE? “OPENOffice/cOPENhagen Office” looks right for the go. 


The pieces underscore the history and tra- 
dition of the flexible, multi-functional 
well-designed and sometimes wonderful 
pieces our contemporary domestic life. 
“Living Motion” includes the usual 
suspects — Charles and Roy Eames, 
Philippe Starck, Alvar Aalto, Joe Colombo, 
Buckminster Fuller — but also many lesser- 
known designers and design examples. En- 
compassing a wide variety of mostly do- 
mestic objects and furnishings, primarily 
contemporary modern but sometimes 
historical, the show is divided into six 
thoughtfully themed sections: “Transport- 
ing,” “Assembling and Disassembling,” 
“Folding and Unfolding,” “Adapting,” 


“Combining,” and “Wearing and Carrying.” 


The objects “Assembling and Disas- 
sembling” demonstrate the many ways in 
which elements can connect and discon- 
nect, expand and contract, open and close. 
Modern classics including nesting tables 
by Marcel Breuer (1936), stacking stools by 
Alvar Aalto (1932), a temporary dwelling of 
prefabricated parts for refugees Jean 
Prouvé (1939), and a furniture system 
(1940) for a design competition at the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, “Organic Design in 
Home Furnishings,” Charles Eames and 
Eero Saarinen. example friend’s 
yurt and Wes Jones’s “Pro/Con Package 
Housing System” (2000), which employs 
containers interchangeable mobile 
housing units offices/warehouses, at- 
test to the breath of the show. The disas- 
sembling of objects also serves the func- 
tional purpose easier transportation. 


FOLDING AND UNFOLDING 
is the idea behind this 
Eames screen. 


“Folding and Unfolding” refers the 
space-saving and organizing ways which 
objects can expand and contract. Folding 
and unfolding also facilitates the trans- 
portation people and objects. Folding 
and unfolding can divide open rooms 
and spaces. The examples here include var- 
ious and sometimes spatially well ma- 
terially elegant collapsible chairs, Asian 
ethnic floor mats, folding Eames screen 
and a fabulous Cupboard Bath (1970) by 
TUR, German manufacturer, that’s built 
kitchen cupboard typical old work- 
ers’ housing the Ruhr area Germany. 

The “Transporting” group includes 
Mathieu Mategot’s tea wagon (1950), an 
Eileen Grey side table with carrying grip 
(1927), and Joe Colombo’s Mini Kitchen 
(1963), a minimalist unit that includes a re- 
frigerator, burners, workspace, and storage 
castors. Transporting not limited 
furniture on wheels; it looks also at 
portable vessels and elements the water. 

“Adapting” objects that can adjust 
changing physical needs includes Joe 
Colombo’s “Multichair” (1970), which is 
created from two cushions and two leather 
straps that combine allow varying seat 
and lounge options. The ancient hammock 
design originated South America, where 
people still use for sitting and lying. 
“Combining” integrates two more func- 
tions into a single object — a sofa bed, for 
example. Or the stool, side table, and tray 
Max Bill and Hans Gugelot (1954). Vern- 
er Panton’s minimalist sculpture Phantom 
(1998) morphs easily into a chair in many 


different positions and table. spectacu- 
larly elegant Rocker/Pedestal (1942) created 
Frederick Kiesler for Peggy Guggen- 
Art the Century Gallery acted 
comfortable seating and display space. 

The objects “Wearing and Carrying” 
range from Swiss army knife walking 
sticks/seats Apple Powerbook lap- 
top. wonderful travel desk 
was the “laptop” the wealthy during the 
18th and 19th centuries. A wardrobe trunk 
(1930) by manufacturer Louis Vuitton al- 
lows for storage and security while not re- 
quiring unpacking and repacking. com- 
plete set seats and table that packs into 
a simple case (1950) by Seluart Products un- 
derscores carried convenience. 

This the last exhibit the ICA’s pres- 
ent quarters Boylston Street the Back 
Bay. “Living Motion” visually and 
spiritually eloquent farewell the ICA’s 
past and salute its new 
soon-to-be-iconographic 
Boston waterfront museum by techno/in- 
novative architects Diller Scofidio Ren- 
fro. educational exhibit the new mu- 
seum now; the landmark new build- 
ing will open September. you could 
say the ICA itself motion.”

“DAVID HOCKNEY 
PORTRAITS” 


“I've never seen years work put 
together before actually,” David Hockney 
confided the press conference that 
launched retrospective exhibit his 
portraits the Museum Fine Arts last 
week. Looking around, he even impressed 
himself. “I haven’t been wasting my 
time,” he joked. 

68, the prolific English artist and 
long-time Los Angeles resident one 
the grand old men the international art 
scene. The more than 150 paintings, draw- 
ings, photographs, and prints that the 
museum (along with London's National 
Portrait and the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Museum of Art) put together for “David 
Hockney Portraits” are bright and vivid 
as Hockney’s beloved Southern California. 
This is a charming, crowd-pleasing block- 
buster show. Sourpuss hipsters may enjoy 
anyway. 

Hockney was born in Bradford, York- 
shire, in 1937 to an anti-smoking, consci- 
entious-objector accountant’s clerk father 
and vegetarian, teetotaling, devout- 
Methodist mother. While studying at 
Bradford Art 1955, painted 
Portrait of My Father. Kenneth Hockney ap- 
pears prim, green-faced gentleman 
a jacket and tie. “He set up the canvas and 
his chair and a mirror so he could watch 
what I was doing,” Hockney recalled. “And 
then he'd say, ‘Are you sure that’s the right 
color?’ And I'd tell him that’s what you've 
got these days.” When the painting 
sold at a local art show two years later, it 
was Hockney’s first step toward becoming 
a professional artist. 

went the Royal College Art 
in London, where he fashioned a witty 
amalgam of abstract painting and cartoon- 
ing inspired Jean Dubuffet. sold 
pair prints New York’s Museum 
Modern Art before he graduated in 1962; 
soon was labeled British Pop artist, 
and his career blasted off. 

“I've never thought of myself totally as 
a portraitist,” Hockney told the assembled 
press. True. His work built around tra- 
ditional subjects — portraits, landscapes, 
still lifes but these conventional images 
are Trojan horses through which 
smuggles formal shenanigans. His 
main game has been toying with the dif- 
ference between how experience the 
world and the artifice we use to reproduce

paintings and photographs. Another 
painting his dad, Portrait Surrounded 
Artistic Devices (1965), and Self-Portrait with 
Blue Guitar (1977) stand in here for a whole 
body of absent work that jammed realism, 
Pointillism, Cubism, and dabs of Abstract 
Expressionism together like one those 
old Saul Steinberg family-portrait car- 
toons which mother, father, sister, and 
brother were each sketched different 
style. Peter Getting Out of Nick's Pool (1966) 
stands for Hockney’s famous body 
swimming-pool paintings, each 
new essay how depict water’s danc- 
ing surface. 

This naked 18-year-old (Hockney’s 
lover) pulling himself out the pool 
near the start fine line wan boy 
toys. The delicate 1975 colored-pencil 
drawing Cregory Leaning Nude presents a 
cherubic Mr. Evans leaning against the 


studio wall. Asked about the many “same- 
sex couples” depicted the show, Hock- 
ney demurred, saying, usually 
just friends actually. That’s a lot of the 
people know.” Certainly so. But Hock- 
ney’s adherence to realism, in reaction to 
then art-world preferences for abstrac- 
tion, resulted frank and loving report 
gay life, his friends and lovers and 
crushes, long-time couples, arousal. 
And this sort straightforwardness 
still unusual see from major artist 
august institution like the MFA. 

This isn’t exactly news when comes 
Hockney, though. what other in- 
sight gain from the narrowed view 
the artist’s ceuvre “David Hockney 
Portraits”? One thing that jumps out 
how his double portraits tap the electricity 
between two subjects, especially the three 
major canvases American Collectors (Fred 


and Marcia Weisman) (1968), Henry Geldzahler 
and Christopher Scott (1969,) and Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark and Percy from the height 
his photorealistic phase. the Clark 
painting, which Hockney made wed- 
ding gift for his friends, fashion designer 
Ossie Clark sits green sweater and 
slacks, cigarette his fingers, his bare 
feet digging into the shag carpet, white 
cat perched his lap. left, Hockney’s 
long-time subject and pal, the textile de- 
signer Celia Birtwell, stands black 
and red dress. The couple stare out you 
from darkened room, all the light com- 
ing from the open shutters window 
the back. And then you notice strange 
detachment between them and between 
the pairs other paintings. Maybe Hock- 
ney hinting something the sitters’ 
relationships the Clarks separated soon 
after their painting was finished.

suspect there’s more going here. Hock- 
ney’s pairs rarely touch, let alone inter- 
act. Even together they are isolated and 
alone. 

The show also points Hockney’s ex- 
perimentation with photography and 
lenses. In the early 1980s, he made a se- 
ries photo collages from Polaroid snap- 
shots laid out strict grids. soon 
moved works like The Scrabble Game, 
Jan. 1, 1983, in which constellations of pho- 
tographs are pasted down next and atop 
one another. Here Hockney plays Scrabble 
while his mother watches and friend 
racks her brain for answer, then, yes, 
makes her move. These collaged photos 
re-examine Cubism, revealing untapped 
potential its fracturing space. The 
multiple viewpoints suggest what things 
look like well what know their 
overall construction and purpose, their 
platonic forms. And unlike conventional 
photography, which freezes moment 
time, Hockney’s collages show many mo- 
ments and the passage time way 
that corresponds closely how 
remember. These are fertile areas for ex- 
ploration, but Hockney hit dead ends 
marked his Picasso knock-off paint- 
ings. one else has pursued the ideas 
significant way. 

Then 1999, the amazing realism 
Ingres’s drawings got Hockney wondering 
whether igth-century artists and their 
predecessors achieved such illusions via 
deft use lenses like the camera lucida, 
prism mounted metal rod that allows

artists see and trace what’s front 
them their paper below. tried one 
out series portraits and found the 
tool difficult but still achieved remarkable 
effects using map out features that 
then developed via direct observation 
and skilled hand. His results sparked 
ruckus the art world. They could, for ex- 
ample, explain why Vermeer’s scenes of- 
ten have fuzzy soft focus. But Vermeer 
was aided lenses, the master 
thought?

NORTH THIS WINTER 


NINA MACLAUGHLIN 


Heading north winter counter- 
instinctual. The mere thought elicits 
warning from the dark parts your 
lizard brain. It’s cold. It’s icy. There’s 
food. Head south instead. Puerto Vallarta. 
The Florida Keys. Buenos Aires. Where 
there’s sun and warmth and fruit eat. 


What your lizard brain doesn't know is that 
cars have heat, that one stop at a roadside BK 
will keep you alive for weeks, and that heading 
north in New England in winter doesn’t mean 
inevitable arctic death. In fact, for those who 
seek adventures in the snow (be it skiing or 
snow-tubing or snow-angel making) or those 
seeking quick recess from life Boston, there 
are many options points north. And truth be 
told, you can’t get far enough south in a week- 
end for it to make much difference weather- 
wise; you'd have to wear a coat in DC, too. So 
embrace the chill and consider these options for 
getaways in New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, 
and Canada. 


SURF AND SUDS 

We'll start with the closest to Boston and move 
up. Portsmouth, New Hampshire, only so 
miles from Boston — less than an hour’s drive 
— is a small-scale combination of Brookline and 
Cambridge. A smaller, lower-key combination 
that happens to have three breweries. The 
Smuttynose Brewery (2225 Heritage Avenue, 
603.436.4026) is the state’s largest craft brewer, 
maker of Shoals Pale Ale and Portsmouth Lager, 
and offers tours by appointment. Redhook (35 
Corporate Drive, 603.430.8600) established its 
third brewery in Portsmouth back in 1996 (the 
other two are in Seattle and Woodinville, Wash- 
ington), and offers tours seven days a week for a 
buck. The Portsmouth Brewery (56 Market 
Street, 603.431.1115), sister company to Smut- 
tynose and New Hampshire’s first brewpub, of- 
fers a huge menu and views of the brewing 
equipment from the restaurant. 

Portsmouth boasts classic port-town mix 
of beer and maritime history. You can check out 
a bit of the latter (without strolling outside 
along the water) at the Albacore Museum (600 
Market Street, 603.430.3680), where you can 
tour the most advanced US Navy submarines 
made before subs went atomic. A good general 
directory of places to eat and things to do in 
Portsmouth can be found at 
www. portsmouthnh.com. 


DASHING THROUGH THE SNOW 
Outdoorsy types who want to avoid the crowds 
or the velocity of downhill skiing should drive 
the Great Glen Trails Center Pinkham’s 
Notch Gorham, New Hampshire 
(603.466.2333). The facility offers a complete 
suite of snow sports: cross-country skiing, 
snowshoeing, snow-tubing. As the saying 
goes, if you can walk, you can snowshoe, and 
Great Glen offers miles and miles of groomed 
trails and backcountry routes. But walking’s 
lot less fun than jumping on asnow-tubeand - 


zooming down the hill. No fancy equipment re- 
quired, and you've got views of the mountains 
all around you. An all-day tubing pass is $10. 
The coolest feature of all is the SnowCoach 
tours up Mt. Washington. Half-tank, half-van, 
the vehicles climb the Mt. Washington Auto 
Road to an above-tree-line elevation with a 
sweeping view of the 5500-acre Creat Culf 
Wilderness and the Northern Presidential 
Mountains. You can travel back down in the 
warmth of the SnowCoach or descend the four 
miles via snowshoes or skis. Tours are $40 for 
adults; $25 for kids ages five through 12. The 
cost includes an all-day trail pass for cross- 
country skiing, snowshoeing, and snow- 
tubing. For comprehensive look outdoor 
action in New Hampshire, check out 
www. nhoutdoors.com. 


ALL DOWNHILL FROM HERE 

From New Hampshire, we move left to Vermont 
and from XC-skiing to straight-up downhill at 
Killington (4763 Killington Road, 800.734.9435, 
www. killington.com). With seven mountains, 
200 trails, five terrain parks, five base lodges, 
and 33 lifts, which, collectively, can haul 52,000 
riders per hour up the slopes, Killington is one 
of the biggest, busiest ski resorts in the East. It’s 
got rep for steep terrain (nearly half the 
trails are rated “most difficult”), but downhill 
skiers of every ability level will find the right 
slope. You've got everything from stomach-in- 
your-throat trails like double-black-diamonds 
Vertigo and Escapade, 6.6-miler called Jug- 
gernaut that weaves, winds, and dips its way 
down the mountainside. 

And Killington has a whole season’s worth 
of events left, including the 10th Annual Mardi 
Gras Party at the Wobbly Barn (February 28); 
the Mountain Dew Vertical Challenge (March 
4); the Boarding for Breast Cancer Night Rail 
Jam (March 10); and way off in April, the annu- 
al Sunshine Daydream Festival, a tribute to the 
Crateful Dead and a celebration of spring skiing 
(April 15). For the aprés-ski scene, head to the 
Wobbly Barn (Killington Road, 802.422.6171), a 
steak house with “high altitude entertain- 
ment,” or the Pickle Barrel Nightclub (1741 
Killington Rd, 802.422.3035), which pulls the 
biggest bands the area. 

Away from the slopes and back in the city, 
you've got Burlington, home of groovy-UV, 
Phish, and the best sandwich you will ever 
stuff in your face. Burlington is consistently 
rated one of the nation’s most livable cities, and 
it’s just as visitable. The city edges up to Lake 
Champlain, home to Champ, a Loch Ness-style 
monster. It’s a college town, which means 


-plenty bars (not all them by.

students), cheap eats (some upscale eats, too), 
and a warm and welcoming vibe (even in the 
brittle dead of winter). . 

Back to that sandwich. Head to the Red 
Onion (140*/2 Church Street, 802.865.2563) for 
home-smoked meat, thick homemade bread, 
and the Red Onion sandwich with turkey, ba- 
con, caramelized red onions, apple slices, a 
spice-tang mayo, all heated and delicious. In 
the neighboring town of Winooski, head to 
Sneakers (36 Main Street, 802.655.9081) fora 
cozy brunch. Catch a show at Higher Ground 
(1214 Williston Road, South Burlington, 
802.652.0777), which draws a full lineup of na- 
tional bands en route from Boston to Montreal. 
And for a taste of the bayou Northern-style, 
there’s the 11th-annual Magic Hat Mardi Cras 
Parade (February 25) which runs through the 
four pedestrian blocks of Church Street (visit 
www. magichat.net/mardigras2006). 


MAINE ATTRACTIONS 

Moving farther north (and a tad east), we go 
from tunes and grub in Burlington to peaks 
and slopes in Bethel, Maine. Bethel is home to 
Sunday River, which, like Killington, is one of 
the premier skiing spots in the northeast. A 
hundred and twenty-eight trails plunge and 
thread across eight peaks. Eighteen lifts 
cruise people upwards to a mix of varied slopes 
and extreme vertical drops, including 17 dou- 
ble-black-diamond trails, like White Heat, 
one of the longest and steepest in New Eng- 
land. Lift tickets are $59 per day, $110 fora 
two-day pass, and you can save by booking 
online (www.sundayriver.com). 

The aprés spot choice the Foggy Goggle 
(South Ridge Lodge, 207.824.5100 x4356). The 
White Cap Lodge hosts the Bud Light Concert se- 
ries, with appearances Medeski, Martin 
Wood, Entrain, Blessed Union Souls, and the 
annual Parrot Head Weekend early April. 
There's action on the slopes, too, including the 


-Suzuki halfpipe jam (March 12), the annual

Firefighters Race and Eat the Heat Chili Cook-Off 
(March 19), and the Bud Light Rail Jam (April 2). 
For a morsel of authentic New England 
charm and history, travel to the mid-coast- 
Maine town of Rockland, the entry point to 
Penobscot Bay. Its industrial history involves 
shipbuilding, lime-processing, granite quar- 
tying, and, needless to say, fishing and lob- 
stering. In the coastal vein, learn about life- 
saving lighthouses at the Maine Lighthouse 
Museum (1 Park Drive, 207.594.3301), where 
admission is free on Saturdays in February 
and March. Or head to the Farnsworth Muse- 
um and Wyeth Center (16 Museum Street, 
207.596.6457) for an intimate look at a nation- 
ally recognized collection of American art. 
The Wyeth Center focuses on the exhibition 
of work by the Wyeth family — N.C., Andrew, 
and James. Andrew Wyeth’s rich, somber, 
Novemberish drawings, paintings, and por- 
traits seize the beauty and severity of the 
Maine coast. And in neighboring Rockport, 
you've got the Center for Maine Contempo- 
rary Art (162 Russell Avenue, 207.236.2875), 
which showcases work by Maine artists. 


NORTH THE BORDER 
If you're already up as far as Rockland, you 
might as well drive a few hours further, and 
cross the border to our expansive northern 
neighbor, Canada. Eighteen-year-olds head up 
for porn and booze. Angry lefties flee the cur- 
rent administration. But Canada’s good fora 
weekend, too. Montreal is a little more than a 
five-hour drive (and a lovely one, too) from 
Boston — only slightly longer than a road trip 
to New York. The city offers a taste of Europe 
without leaving North America. It’s less crowd- 
ed in the winter than it is in the summer. And 
it’s almost impossible to hate the bands the city 
pumps out. 

Vacations don't have to wait for summer. 
Just because it’s cold outside doesn’t mean you 
away.

true taste Italy the Fenway 


AUTHENTICITY KNOCKS The food at Trattoria Toscana is the reai Italian deal. 


Maybe it takes an Albanian owner-chef to 
capture the tone and flavors of a trattoria 
Tuscany. certainly felt this 
close the lingering lunches northern 
Italy since Dona Franca (a real Tuscan) 
closed I] Bico (now the site of Petit Robert 
Bistro). Of course, Zamir Kociaj, the 
owner-chef question, worked Tuscan 
restaurants from age 18, quite 
fluent his second culinary language. 
begin with fruity extra-virgin olive 
oil, perhaps even Tuscan, although laced 
with herbs and few drops balsamic 
vinegar. wonderful dip for the soft, 
crusted Italian bread, but don’t over-starch 
here, since the menu is focused on pasta 
(and devoid of seafood — oddly, since it’s 
Umbria that is landlocked, not Tuscany). 
Among the appetizers, was hit hardest 
by the simple crostini misti ($8), so typical 
of North Italian meals, but never seen 
here. It’s just four toasts, each with dif- 
ferent topping: chicken liver paté 
($7.50/on its own platter), very strong 
pesto, mushroom sausage, and olives with 
some kind seafood, perhaps sardines 
anchovies. was also struck ribollita 
toscana ($6.50), a rich bread-bean soup 
Dona Franca used to serve, here with a few 
added potatoes, perhaps the only visible 


Albanian influence. The prosciutto Par- 
Ma appetizer ($12.50) was the real deal, 
with fresh mozzarella nuggets and grape 
tomatoes the only winter tomatoes 
worth the name well field greens. 
Insalata di farro ($8) features the large- 
grained primitive wheat something like 
chewier tabouli, again with the grape 
tomatoes, the field greens, and the terrific 
olive oil carry the dish. 

Main dishes might begin and end with 
tagliatelli al raga toscano ($13), a brilliant 
use the wide-ribbon pasta tomato- 
inflected sauce pork sausage, beef, and 
few porcini mushrooms. It’s perhaps 
little too salty. Pasta del Buongustaio 
($12.50) was perfectly dente bowties 
with bacon, grape tomatoes, truffle oil, 
and few mushrooms provide the visu- 
clue for the aroma the truffle oil. An- 
other great pasta dish. 

special wild boar ($22) was 
course farmed boar, and with red-wine 
marinade was not much different than 
similarly overdone brisket, which say, 
terrific. Underneath was grilled polenta, 
creamy enough that the grilling may have 
been counterproductive. simpler foil toa 
richly flavored meat-with-sauce might 
have worked even better. This was the one

dish where missed 
our undelivered side 
zucchini ($4). 

The wine list is all Ital- 
ian and, miraculously, 
mostly under $30. Espresso- 
based drinks like macchia- 
to ($2.25) and even decaf 
cappuccino ($2.95) had the 
good, bitter bite the 
Italian originals. It’s cus- 
tomary add sugar. 

Desserts aren’t 
Our night they were down 
to tiramisu ($5.50), well 
flavored with hints 
chocolate and coffee but 
not so much liqueur as 
usual, little dry despite 
real whipped cream; and 
strawberries and cream 
($5.50), seasonally 
mediocre. The west Fen- 
way has restaurants (and 
nowhere park legally 
other than poorly attend- 
garage 
Street) but not the dessert 
scene that allows North 
End restaurants neglect 
this key course. 

The crowd, determined 
the neighborhood and 
the remarkable prices (and 
the fact that the restau- 
takes reserva- 
tions), very young. But 
with food this good and 
authentic, one will call 
them naive. The staff is also young, and 
there are lapses, but these prices and 
this quality the lapses just don’t matter.
